the physical rationale of the big cities fi 
the world. 

A great metropolis is a veritable and 
huge nationality, and to run one succeés- 
fully requires the same qualities needed to 
manage a government. The employment 
ef officials is by the thousand, the Treasu- 
ry receives aud disburses millions, im- 
provements progress upon the largest 
scale, and to keep up the different depart- 
ments calls for brains, means, energy, skill 
and labor, in the largest quantities. Broad 
statesmanship and a capacity for vast con- 
ceptions and their execution are needed, 
and must be used. 

The Mayor of New York, A. Oakley 
Hall, has made his annual message to the 
Council, and it is about as big a thing as 
tie President's message, discusses as im- 
portant questions, talks of as big money, 
recommends as huge enterprises and im- 
provements, and altogether gives the 
reader the idea that Mr. Hall rules aboutas 
large a principality as one poor fellow 
would care to have under his individual 
sovereignty. And we are very confident 
of one thing. that our soldier-President, 
unaided, could not begin to get up as able 
a public document as the worthy Mayor 
writes about his very considerable king- 
dom. 

Ae tells us his empire is worth about a 
thousand million of dollars, showing an 
increase of ninety millions over the last 
year. Not small, this. by any means. Lit- 
tle Rhode Island with her Governor and 
Legislatures and Radical sprigs and State 
machinery, with Sprague thrown. in, we 
imagine, would have to double herself sey- 
eral times over to come up to this. 3 

Torun this New York affair only re- 
quires the mild shin-plaster assessment of 
$5.455,509 23—nearly five millions and a 
half. This would astound even those wor- 
thy gladiator? Governor Bullock and
